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A total of 29 single family MLS sales were reported 
during the months of October and November 2009, an 
overall increase of 93% over the total of 15 transactions 
during the same time period last year. 

To keep this astronomical increase in prospective, one 
needs to consider that the previous time period that we are 
comparing to represents the months last year when news 
of the global financial crisis was hammering consumer 
confidence. Despite this cautionary note it is safe to say 
that the market results are demonstrating that a strong 
recovery is underway in the town of Pelham. 

Year-to-date unit sales have climbed ahead of 2008 
results. The November month end year-to-date total of 199 
single family MLS represents a 16.3% increase over the 171 
units reported during the same time frame in 2009.
